WARDNG GEBANG P2JQK 

Warung kopi or Javanese traditional coffee shop is a place of common Javanese 
people hanging out. The place is not too cozy to common visitors whom are unusual 
with 'raw' chairs and tables (some of traditional coffee shops do not have chairs- 
locals called it lesehan). Warung kopi grow so wide over in East Java especially 
Gresik, Mojokerto and, of course, Surabaya. 



In Surabaya, warung kopi can be found almost at every corner of the street in the town. There are 
some places that have big names: Warung Kopi Pucang, Warung Kopi Lesehan Frontage Road, 
Warung Kopi Giras (Bonek), Warung Kopi Gebang Pojok and many more. Each place has its own 
characteristics. Each place serves some traditional meals like pecel, soto, sate, fried rice, tahu tek 
and etc. By the variety of the meals, there are many kinds of people which come and hang out to 
warung kopi. 




Warung Kopi Gebang Pojok has its own unique of the customers. It is opened 24 hours non-stop — 
even in holidays; Idul Fitri, Idul Adha and etc. This coffee shop places at the corner of the crossroads 
(which locals called itTusuk Sate), between Kertajaya IndahTimurVII and Gebang Lor. About two 
blocks from the place, there is Sepuluh November Institute ofTechnology (ITS). Moreover, there are 
luxury residents around the coffee shop. By the point of the place, there are some students, some rich 
people, some native Gebang's people, some people who live in the burden houses and dorms going 
to hang out to Warung Kopi Gebang Pojok. 



With the variety of customers, some discussions are often happened. "I usually discuss my final 
assignment," says Cakra Mart, a student of ITS. "I can meet my friends from other major and campus at 
warung. It helps me to find out some references," he continues. Warung Kopi Gebang Pojok has 
regular customers. In the morning, some employees of several companies usually come to that coffee 
shop to have breakfast or just sit for a minute to enjoy a cup of coffee. "Almost every day I come here. 
I come with friends who work in the same company," Slamet tells, an employee of National 
Telecommunications Company (PTTelkom). In the afternoon, the customers are mostly Gebang's 
natives. When the evening comes, students start to come and the coffee shop becomes really 
happening with laughs, discussions and spoon noises. 

Even traditional coffee shops'growth is demanding, it has to face some problems. One of the 
problem is they are seized as street vendors which mostly being blamed as the cause of traffic jams. 
Many traditional coffee shops have been crashed by the Pamong Praja Police (Satpol PP). However, 
even some of traditional coffee shops have to be closed, their growth is still going on in some small 
streets and villages.
